Resolved, That it is the sense of the con- 
vention that speakers who are accorded the 
honor of addressing the convention be re 
quested to reffain from unnecessary reference 
to illustrations that could .be considered re- 
fiective on participants in the last struggle.

The prisoner took an ac- 
tive part in both songs and prayers 
and read distinctly a long exhortation to his 
people from manuscript. Bidding the min- 
ister goodby, he retained perfect selfcon- 
trol during the awful suspense attendant 
upon the preparation for his death. 

At 1:36 o’clock the block was adjusted, 
at 1:38 o’clock the trigger was sprung 
and in seventeen minutes he was’ pronounc- 
ed dead, dying of strangulation. At the 
drop of Banks, hundreds of wild screams 
and lamentations were heard coming from 
among the four thousand gathered to see 
the execution. His body was cut down and 
shipped to Marshallville for burial. This

Without disturbing 
the national banks, it would leave the states 
to frame laws regulating the tssue of bills by 
any bank which might desire it and was able 
to comply with the conditions which the legis-

Some people have jumped ta the conclusion 
that this would be a backward btep, and would 
lead to the establishment of ‘4vildcat banks.”’ 
With the experience of the past to guide us 
and with later and better systems to suggest 
a sound system of state banking, it is not 
likely that there would be any wildcat banks 
as @ result of the repeal of the prohibitory 
tax. Oanada has now in opemtion a system 
of banks of issue which has proved a bless- 
ing to the country, and Canadian financiers 
are enthusiastic over it. Its miain features in 
the note issues are safety, cobvertibility and 
elasticity. By an insurance fund deposited 
with the government, and by the associated 
credit of the banks} the safety of the notes 
is secured. By the requlrdpent that the 
banks shall provide for the | redemption of 
their notes at all commercial ¢enters convert- 
ibility is allowed and the note of Canadian 
banks pass at par from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. This is a marked injprovement on 
the old state bank issues, which\were convert- 
ible at a discount away from hame. 

Elasticity is secured in practite by issuing 
notes when the volume of business is swell- 
ing, as, for example, in harvest season. The 
movement of the great wheat dop of 1891 
gave the Canadian system a vety thorough 
test. The amount of wheat to moved was 
unusually large, and the demand\for money 
to buy it was very great. Not only was this 
supplied without any increase in the rate of 
interest, but the Canadian banks Were ena- 
bled to lend money to their American neigh- 
bors in Minneapolis, St. Paul and Duluth to 
the amount of $3,000,000. ‘They did not bor- 
row abroad, but on the contrary they steadily 
increased their balances in Great Britain and 
the United States. When the crop season 
was over. the bills issued to buy wheat were 
presented for redemption and went back into 
the vaults. - Without jar or stringency the 
volume of currency adjusted itself automat- 
ically to the needs of business, giving at all 
times enough, and at no time too much.

HE TASTED. ELECTRICITY. 


An Over Indulgence in the Habit Causes 
. Arthur Yeo'’s Death. 
From The New York Press. 

A death certificate was filed rday in the 
office of the board of health which is probably 
the strangest document of its kind ever known. 
It set forth, over the signature of M. A. Dale 
of No. 251 West 122d street, that Arthur J. 
Yeo of No. 2181 Eighth avenue had died from 
tasting electricity. 

The case as related by Dr. Dale, one of 
the most remarkable that has ever come under 
the eyes of medical science, and shows that 
Yeo succeeded in inventing a new and unique 
form of dissipation which the sequel proves 
to have been equally as dangerous as the mor- 
phine or cocaine habit. 

Yeo was twenty-seven, and an electrician, 
came from England. Fora year or more he 
haa been making odd experiments on himself 
with electricity. His method was to use a bat- 
tery with hand wires and an instrument which 
he could insert between his teeth. At tirst he 
used the taster rarely. Lately, however, he 
bo used it exclusively, abandoning the hand 
wires. 

Daily the instrument was placed in his, 
mouth, and with the tip of his tongue attached 
he puton the battery. Constant use of this 
queer and novel form of taking electric shocks 
acted upon his system much as morphine and 
other similar poisons, As the morphine 
‘‘fiend’’ requires bigger doses, so it was with 
Yeo. Wit me he used the current it 
became nécessary to make it stronger. 

At length the electric strain so told upon his 

tem that it induced nervous apoplexy and 
eath finally. So Dr. Dale ceftitied. Yeo lit- 
erally tasted electricity unto death. .
